Holmes: “These dealers ad¬ 
vertise huge savings, some¬ 
times to the point of some¬ 
thing for nothing, but em¬ 
ploy high-pressure sales tac¬ 
tics and financial razzle- 
dazzle that can lead custom¬ 
ers to make expensive pur- 
{bases they ord i n a r i i y 
wouldn’t,” Holmes said. 
“Emotions are played upon 
and anyone can get snared. 
DMV has handled cases in¬ 
volving doctors, lawyers and 
accountants.” 

According to Wayne Os- 
Ivjm, DMV supervising in¬ 
vestigator, many misled con¬ 
sumers are embarrassed and 


without authority to make 
sales agreements. This first 
team member often agrees 
to all customer requests, in¬ 
cluding unrealistically high 
trade-in values and very 
low new-car prices. 

“Customers are then 
‘turned over’ to a scries of 
high-pressure salesm e n — 
often introduced as man¬ 
agers or vice - presidents — 
who, during lengthy negoti¬ 
ations, raise the purchase 
price and obtain a signed 
sales contract,” he said. 

Car keys given up for a 
dealer's appraisal are often 
difficult to get back when a 
customer changes his mind. 
Salesmen may also refuse to 
return a “good faith” de¬ 
posit. leading individuals to 
purchase a ^,000 automobile 
for fear of losing $100, ac¬ 
cording to Bob Edmonson, 
DMV supervising investiga¬ 
tor. 

“Success In a tourn-over 
system depends on wearing 
the buyer down cmotionallj’ 
and physically,” Holmes 
said. “Some people - es¬ 
pecially older customers — 
have reported signing a pur- 
cha.se agreement just to end 
a three or four hour ordeal.” 

Holmes cited an example 
of a retired man who drove 
over 100 miles from his lural 
home to do business with 
a large city auto dealer. A 
greeter met the man and 
turned him over to another 
salesman. 

The cpustomer’s car keys 
were obtained for an ap¬ 
praisal of his car and the 
second salesman was joined 
by a third. Both salesmen 
evaded questions about the

The People Must Know

You may have noticed that my signature is attached f 
to many ballot arguments. 1 generally oppose tax raise i 
measures, which are mostly written in legal "jingo” which 
is by design and malice aforethought, intended to baffle ^ 
and confuse the poor voters. 

These propositions to raise taxes are invariably sup- ^ 
ported by the Los Angeles Times. ^ 

the Tini'es did an editorial, conderrining me for ^ 
my opixKsition to proposition 13, although they did not • 
liave the nerve to say that 1 wrote it. What bothered ^ 
the Times was that T called the proposition "honeyfug- , 
gling” and “mungling.” They profe.ssod ignorance of what ) 
the.se w-ords were intended to mean. They said these words 1 
“demonstrated the poverty of our objections to proposition 
13.” Another phra.se 1 used that proposition 13 was a 
“band aid illusion” irked the Times. ; 

Of course the Times did not mention my principle ^ 
objection to proposition 13 w'hich was intended to per- ^ 

mit “double collection” of taxes from property ow,ners , 

in each and eveiy case where property taxes were post- 
po.nci'j on any property, until the owners either sold or , 

died. The postponed property taxes would first bo col¬ 

lected from other property owners during the postpone- i 
ment period, then collected again from tho.se who finally 
redrs-med the property plus interest and penalties. 

The word “honeyfuggling” is defined as "con¬ 
fusing an i.ssue” by Webster’s big dictionary. The word 
"mungling” is defined in early English literature as a 
“comodv of errors.” The term "band aid” means a small 
patch to cover a blemish or wound.” 

Describing proposition 13 in the Times language, the 
editorial said 'We recognize that these tax relief plans 
are awkward and complicated, they fail to address the 
fundamental faults of property taxation. They aren’t 
mean to.” The last sentence should have read, “They 
aren’t meant to.” In charity, we forgive the Times for that. 

This statement by the Times is a very good example 
of "honeyfuggling.” They admit proposition 13 “fails to 
address the faults of property taxation.” They then say 
about tax reform, “old people can’t wait.” 

That statement is at lea:^ partially intelligent. This 
raises the question of why the Times has constantly, over 
the years, fought tooth and nail against every attempt 
to limit property taxes? They oipposed three petitions by 
me and the United Organizations of Taxpayers to limit 
preperty taxes, two by Assessor Philip Watson and one , 
by former Governor Ronald Reagan. 

The Times editorial said, “But tax reform is still a 
long way off.” If true, a major reason is the constant 
opposition to tax reform by the Los Angeles Times.
